Discussion Arouses 
Heated Debate

At the outset of the emergency School 
Committee meeting on Tuesday evening 
regarding the election of Mary French in 
the position of Pupil Personnel Adminis- 
trator, it was made clear that many at- 
tending, including committee members, 
were there to fight. 

French read a prepared statement re- 
garding how well she felt the Andover 
special needs staff worked to provide 
services to children. This was followed 
by the submission of two petitions, one 
from the special needs personnel of And- 
over and the other from the Andover Ad- 
ministrators Association. Both petitions 
stated that committee member David 
Birnbach had maligned French and the 
entire department. 

Birnbach explained that he had asked 
that voting be delayed on French’s elec- 
tion for two days prior to the initial meet- 
ing a week ago because he had 
procedural questions and the level at 
which the position is viewed, not ques- 
tions about French’s qualifications. He 
had requested information regarding the 
hiring process, but had not received any. 

Birnbach also stated that he was con- 
cerned with the fact that the entire sys- 
tem did not serve children properly and 
that the whole process needed evalua- 
tion. ‘‘We keep saying its not our fault, 
its the system...but we’re part of the sys- 
tem,”’ he said. 

Committeeman Richard Neal com- 
mented that the process for hiring in 
such positions should be questioned, but 
it should have been done back in June 
when the position became open, not now 
that it has been filled. 

Susan Poore, also a committee mem- 
ber, stated that she could understand 
why Birnbach brought it up when he did. 
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‘In the context of seeing the position 
front of us with salary and responsibili- 
ties attached to it...that really is the 
main issue. We’re looking at election, not 
appointment. I feel uncomfortable tenur- 
ing upper level positions.’’ She explained 
that the issues at hand, as far as she was 
concerned, were the overall administra 
tive structure and the tenuring of admin 
istrative positions. 

Birnbach agreed, saying that Super 
intedent of Schools, Kenneth Seifert 
‘‘calls himself ‘chief executive officer 
as in a corporation. In a company, su 
individuals are not tenured becauss 
they are ineffective, you need to be al 
to replace them, but in the Andove 
schools such position are tenured 

One parent addressed the committe 
in Birnbach’s defense, stating that 
system failed myself and my son 
son is now in the proper spot because 
David Birnbach.”’ 

When Seifert asked French to respond 
to the statement, Poore argued that 
was not fair to ask anyone to respond t 
an accusation without time to prepare 
While this argument was going on, Birn 
bach was drawing on the board, whil: 
Chairman Michael Giammusso, was re- 
questing that he sit down. 

When Birnbach stated that he was 
about to explain the present system 
special education state-wide, Giammus- 
so became angry. ‘‘You’re lecturing u 
every week...you’re dealing with a light 
ed match near gasoline.’’ Poore came t 
Birnbach’s defense once again, statins 
that the whole situation was ‘‘mort 
charged because people misunderst 
what David is doing.

the system and how “‘parents get bopped 
from agency to agency.’’ He commented 
that individual cases often take four to 
six months to settle, while nothing is 
done for the child. ‘‘We own this issue,”’ 
Birnbach stated, “We are playing the 
game with the other agencies.”’ 

At this comment, Seifert bristled, ‘‘you 
are alleging that the special education 
department is not effective.’ Birnbach 
answered that it is not the department 
specifically, but the entire system. 

Noticing numerous hands raised in the 
audience, Poore stated that she did not 
think it appropriate for audience mem-

bers to give testimony on individual 
cases when the committee was addres- 
sing generalities. ‘‘I do not think its pro- 
ductive to have individuals say that 
children are or are not served.” 

Committee member Donald Robb 
commented that “we are not tonight 
going to solve the problem in the entire 
state. We can begin to deal with it. This 
issue is not reform of 766, it’s a position 
election.”’ 

Giammusso tried to table the dis- 
cussion of procedure, but Birnbach 
stated that his questions were not an- 
swered about the hiring procedure. He 
was informed by Seifert that the position 
was posted in newspapers and three ap- 
plications were received. Only two candi- 
dates were qualified and interviewed and 
French was hired. 

Birnbach fumed that it took three re- 
quests to get his questions answered and 
that he had been ignored before because 
there was a three-to-two block on the 
committee in favor of the election. Gia- 
musso became infuriated, stating that 
“this is a committee, not a cabal,”’ and 
that if that was the way the vote went it 
was coincidental. 

Poore asked Giammusso directly if he 
had any intention of discussing procedu- 
ral issues. He answered that he wanted a 
vote on the election, and that the com- 
mittee was free to reject the recommen- 
dation and start over again, even though 
that would bring up a question about how 
much hiring authority the committee ac- 
tually voted for Seifert to have over the 
summer. 

Poore requested that the meeting be 
adjourned until next week, by which 
time all members would listen to the 
tape of the previous meeting. 

Birnbach commented that he had 
brought up regional issues that needed to 
be discussed. At this, Poore commented 
“T’d like to stay in Andover...we’re hav- 
ing enough trouble here.”’ 

Giammusso moved toward a vote on 
French’s election, but Poore refused. She 
commented that, first of all, there had 
been no agenda set up for the meeting, so 
she had been unaware that a vote was 
scheduled. Secondly, at the prior meet- 
ing, it had been agreed that the issue 
would be settled at the ‘‘next regularly 
scheduled meeting,”’ which would not be 
until next Tuesday evening, Sept. 23. 

Seifert suggested that the committee 
agree on an agenda for the next meeting,

Voters Follow State Trends 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Approximately 15.5 percent of And- 
over’s 15,483 registered voters took to the 
polls Tuesday for the state primary elec- 
tion. 

“It was light, and it was what we ex- 
pected,”’ said Town Clerk Elden Salter. 
He cited the lack of opposition on a local 
level and the inconsequential nature of 
the Republican contest for the guberna- 
torial nomination as factors in the poor 
turnout. 

Andover totals in contested state-level 
elections largely corresponded with 
results on the state level. 

On the Democratic side, 1796 ballots 
were cast. Evelyn Murphy won handily 


over Gerard Vamico in her bid for the 
lieutenant governor candidacy, polling 
1200 to her opponent’s 536. In the attor- 
ney general race, James Shannon 
trounced Joann Shotwell, 1376 to 380. 
Joseph Denucci topped the field for audi- 
tor with 705 votes, compared to 594 for 
Maura Hennigan and 200 for Charles 
Yancy. 

The Republican slate for governor, 
which was confused by the two listed 
candidates’ agreements to step aside in 
the case of a win for either, registered a 
predictable ‘‘none of the above’ re- 
sponse from the 589 Republicans who 
voted. Gregory Hyatt polled 211 votes 


and Royall Switzler took 110. George 
Kariotis, who waged a write-in campaign 
for the slot and is expected to win it upon 
appointment by the Republican state 
committee, received 123 votes in And- 
over. 

The only other contested slot on the 
Republican ticket, the nomination for 
state auditor, went to William Robinson, 
who won 317 votes to Andrew Natsios’ 
206. 

In Essex County, Andover Democrats 
expressed a 1104 to 356 preference for 
incumbent sheriff Charles Reardon over 
his opponent, Stanley Colten. They nomi- 
nated Terrence Breen, with 748 votes, 


over Douglas Ballard (629) and Ray- 
mond Reardon (122) for the County Com- 
mission. 

The Republican elections for these 
positions were uncontested 

Also uncontested were the nominations 
for state senator and representative 
Accordingly, Democratic incumbent 
Rep. Sue Tucker will be facing Republi- 
can Bob Wescott in November, while Re- 
publicans have not elected an opponent 
for incumbent Democrat Sen. Patricia 
McGovern (2nd Essex County district). 
Republican Robert Buell is also without 
Democratic opposition for his senate 
seat in the Ist Essex district 


Governor Oversteps Bounds

Governor Michael Dukakis stopped in 
to say ‘‘hi’’ at Andover’s polling place on 
Tuesday morning—and was evicted for 
overstepping his bounds as a candidate 
in the primary election. 

According to Town Clerk Elden Salter, 
the governor’s aborted visit took place at 
about 10 a.m. at the Dunn Gymnasium, 
the designated voting place for all of 
Andover’s eight precincts. ‘‘I was stand- 


ing there, demonstrating (the use of the 
new ballot), and one of my officers said, 
‘There’s someone here to talk to you,’ ”’ 
said Salter. ‘‘I turned around; it was the 
governor.” 

Dukakis asked the clerk for a demon- 
stration of the town’s new punch voting 
system, and Salter obliged. The governor 
then mixed with and greeted members of 
the public. 


Artistic Touch 


Dukakis’ gregarious manner fell short 
of charming one voter—who promptly 
confronted Salter. 

“She was quite angry,” said Salter. 
She reminded him of Dukakis’ status as 
a candidate; according to state law, nei- 
ther a candidate nor his staff may be al- 
lowed to campaign within 150 yards of a 
polling place on election day. 

‘I thought of him as the governor,”

said Salter. ‘‘Because of his uncontested 
status, I didn’t think about it. He wasn’t 
campaigning, saying, ‘How about a vote

But the law is the law, and as the pol) 
officer, Salter had to ask the governor t 
leave. ‘I asked him in a gentlemanly; 
way if he would leave,” he said, ‘‘and he 


*responded in like manner, as a gen

As Dukakis made his exit, added Salt- 
er, the irate voter ‘‘proceeded to lecture 
him.”’ 

Salter spoke of the incident with re- 
gret. ‘‘In no way did I feel the governor 
was trying to do something he wasn’t ~ 
supposed to do,”’ he said.

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Viewing Race From 
Rear Has Its 
Advantages

Recently, CLASS, the Andover-based organi- 
zation that offers training for retarded adults, 
had its annual 5-mile run. Since my husband is 
on the board, he felt he had a responsibility to be 
represented in the race. 

So he volunteered me to run, because he has 
lousy knees. 

I have been running for about nine years. I run 
because I feel guilty sitting around all day, and 
because the exercise seems to help me maintain 
my sanity (a statement that some might de- 
bate). 

On good days, I average a ten-minute mile. 
This, coupled with the fact that I am easily the 
least competitive human being I know, gives me 
a unique view of any race I enter. 

A view, as it were, from the rear. 

It is a unique perspective because the rear is 
not just a place; it is a state of mind and body. 

The folks up front are athletes—sleek running 
machines with leg muscles like steel bands. The 
Front is taut and fine-tuned, as edgy as an 
inbred race horse. The Front crowds the start- 
ing line, ennervated, poised to hurl itself forth in 
direct competition with the starting bullet. 

Those of us in the rear? Well... 

While the Front soars, the Rear jiggles (in 
every sense of the words). Most of us are about 
as aerodynamically fit for racing as the arma- 
dillo. We chug along on chunky thighs, huffing 
and puffing like Little Engines that Think We 


. Can. 


We gasp. We sputter. At the CLASS race, I 
even encountered one rear-guard runner who 
beeped. (I was relieved to find that it was her 
watch that made the intermittent electronic 
blip, rather than some kind of mobile heart mon- 
itor.) 


Unlike the focused competitors in the front, 
we in the rear are a kind of congenial club of the 
over-aged, the smokers, the untrained and those 
who are recovering from one or more heart at- 
tacks. The Front runs to win; we have no hope of 
winning. We run to challenge our own times; we 
run to challenge impending old age. We run to 
prove that we can, or because we need the exer- 
cise. 


Or because we forgot how it felt to have to 
crawl up and down stairs for three days after 
the last time we ran. 


As much as I admire the Front for its zest and 
zeal, I have to say that I prefer the compensa- 
tions of the Rear (I have to say it because, 
frankly, there’s no way I'll ever get to the front 
in this lifetime). While they concentrate like fa- 
natics, driven by the smell of victory, we plug 
into the ‘‘top 40’’ on our little headsets. While 
they stretch each muscle to its limit, we actually 
get to drink that water those kids pass out at the 
roadside. 


Those of us in the rear also get an edge on the 
crowded local real estate market. We can, at 
our leisurely pace, check out the exteriors of all 
those houses that are for sale in a very nice five- 
mile stretch of private neighborhood, conve- 
nient to Routes 93 and 495 and the Rolling Green 
Motel, Golf Course and Fitness Center.

Escapes Serious Injury 


The driver of a new dealer car en route to Connecticut 
escaped serious injury Tuesday afternoon when his vehi- 
cle and a tractor trailor truck collided on Route 495 South 
in Andover. The impact from the crash flipped the 1986 
Honda, driven by Raymond Varley of Old Saybrook, Ct., 
and brought it and the truck to rest against a foliage-cov- 
ered divider rail in the highway’s median strip. 

The accident occurred at 12:15 p.m., approximately one 
quarter-mile from the junction of the highway and Route 
28. 

According to State Trooper Stephen Benanti, whose unit 
first reported to the scene, Varley escaped from his up- 
side-down car by crawling through the window. He was 
taken to Lawrence General Hospital, treated and re- 
leased. 

The driver of the tractor trailer, Viston Martin of Gret- 
na, Va., reported no injuries. 

Trooper Benanti said that the cause of the accident is 
not known at this time and is under investigation. ‘It ap- 
pears that both cars came together in the second lane,”’ he 
said. ‘‘The collision forced the cars to go into the median 
strip, out of control.” 

Trooper Benanti added that the Honda was a new car, 
being driven from a dealership in Dover, N.H., to Con- 
necticut. The truck was carrying approximately 1,000 
pounds of home furnishings.
